The Drama of Life. 


To the disgraceful revel of a sensual 
king & pure young prince points con- 
lemptously as “a custom more hon- 
ored in the breach than the observ- 
ance.” 

The poet “holds the mirror up to na- 
ture’ and declares with a voice that 
teaches every age that there can be 
ho crown of character in growing man- 
hood if manly courtesy and the grace 
of culture be wanting. 

Their cnarms, their influence, their 
uplifting power for good is simply due 
to the fact that they are not creations 
embodying perfection—The very web of 
each such life as Shakespeare: saw. it 
was “A mingled yarn, good and ill to- 
gether,” . 

The deluded victim of his own, want 
ef self control, cries from his self 
abasement; “O, God, that men should 
put anything in their mouths to steal 
away their brains! That we should 
With joy, revel and applause. Trans- 
form ourselves into beasts.” 

Such teaching is good. as it is neces- 
Sary, and yet it is no Pharisaic life 
that Shakespeare would have us each 
be or share. He bids us be human and 
holds up no higher standard for the 
young man of today than this “I dare 
do all that may become a man.” 

It is significant to note that whenever 
Shakespeare makes allusion to what 
is base in society, debauchery and disi- 
pation he invariably’ points the moral. 
He bids us note, pity and loathe the un- 
Worthy orgies of a Falstaff and we turn 
away grieving for the aged one’s 
dishonor, : 

But it may be urged, Shakespeare's 
heroes and heroine are not paragons of 
Virtue unalloyed nor are they; they 
are just human—Shakespeare ~-drew 
from life, he seized upon instances of 
actual characters ih court, in camp, at 
tne social board, in the mart and amid 
the highways and byeways of life. 

With what strange feelings we turn 
over pamphlets half a century old. 
Which flutter round the question wheth- 
on Shakespeare is a fit author for the 

hristian’s perusal and which are full 
of lamentations at the growth of the 

Influence of “an auther so capable of 
°orrupting.”’ 

; At such words nowadays men do but 
smile and_pass-on- and-attusion ts’ made 
‘o them only to mark the first step in 
* consideration of the drama of life as 
Portrayed by this great poet. The first 
wing to be noted is ‘the estimate he 
pte us as to the relative proportion 
th 800d and evil in human life.. Among 
ad creations of his mind there stand 
of only some two or three characters 
Hones persistently evil. In what 
kind) does he set these? He does not 
ifla ble them.the false fire of unjust- 
sid © admiration, he leaves us no room 

no occasion for morbid. sentiment. 
‘Speen their odiousness the more 
in arent, their vice ‘the more exceed: 
meeenful”, by flinging them into the 
with obvious and eloquent contrast 
ee noble, self-denying and suffering 

n and women, the glory of whose 


goodness shines with all the brighter 
radiance against such dark unworthi- 
ness. Actually there is but one in- 
stance of a desperate sinner, wilful, un- 
repentant and malignant to the laBt. 
He, in the mass of humanity is the ex- 
ception according to Shakespeare and 
it is yet true that such characters are 
the great exception in human nature. 
The world has to search for its Iagos, 
they are not ready to our hands. 

So, too, in his estimate of the dignity, 
the majesty of womanhood. Many 
may be surprised, but it is none the 
less the fact, that throughout the range 
of his most prominent portrayals of fe- 
male character there is but one soli- 
tary embodiment of what is wholly 
light and silly and unworthy. In this 
respect also Shakespeare is true to 
fact, notwithstanding what the modern 
problem novei~has to say to the con- 
trary. 

There is something very fresh and 

hopeful in his presentiment of the 
characters of young men that are so 
thickly strewn among his dramas— 
What a bright group they make as we 
call them to mind one after the other. 
Human fiesh and blood no more, no 
legs, manly, keen and light hearted in 
the main—Some two or three of them 
only can be classed as silly and self- 
conceited, 
Here and there are just one or two of 
the coarsely vulgar and selfish type— 
Once and again we smile at one whose 
“Soul is in-His Clothes,”’ who is posi- 
tively hurt and affronted if he be not 
“known” by his ‘clothes’ and whose 
delight is “scarfs” and ‘bannerets,”’ 
but these are but waits in ‘the crowds, 
for the most part they are bright mer- 
ry youths with hearts of steel, some 
hasty, but good in the grain; others 
proud, but brave; others dreamers of 
dreams, unpractical yet chivalrous 
withall, All more or less imperfect and 
yet bearing in their hearts seeds of 
maniiness and. high thought.

Col. Woodward also stated that trans- 
fers would be given toall parts of the 
town. ‘The feeling of: the citizens 
present seemed to be that the road 
should be granted the location asked for 
on condition that Main street between 
the Old South church and B, & M. 
tracks and Reading square be macadam- 
ized by the'road. 

The directors of the Lawrence & 
Reading street railway company’ later 
accepted the additional location desired 
by them together with the conditions 
imposed by the Reading selectmen and 
work will be begun as soon as the special 
iron work is ready, in about a month, 
probably. , 

It is probable that a car will be run 
tomorrow over the section of the Haver- 
hill & Andover road which has already 
been completed from the junction of 
Railroad and Main ‘streets near North 
Andover depot, to the Salem turnpike 
near Den Rock. _The rails had all been 
laid as early as Wednesday night and 
the~poles set. The stringing. of the 
wires, altho’ not finished yesterday, is a 
small job and should not take long. 

According to the franchise of H. & 
A. road, they must have cars in opera- 
tion by the 21st of April, 1902, or forfeit 
their bond of $2000. It seems, however, 
that this sum was not forthcoming sé 
that the selectmen of North Andover 
have contemplated serving an injunction 
restraining the road from operating 
cars over the section already completed. 
Another reason besides the non posting 
of the bond for serving the injunction, 
is the condition in which Raflroad street 
has been left but as the road has not 
really completed its work here, this may 
not be taken into account. At present 
the management is awaiting the pleas- 
ure of the North Andover selectmen, 
who had not up to time of writing 
granted the company a franchise for 
the stripof road on the Salem turnpike 
between Railroad street. and Elm street 
at the Abiel Wilson place where the 
Lawrence & Salem road turns the corner 
in the opposite direction. 

President Foster of the Boston & 
Northern street railway company . to- 
gether with his chief engineer, Mr. 
Harrington, accompanied by the board 
of selectmen of North Andover made a 
trip over the proposed route of the 
Haverhill & Andover street railway at 
the Hayerhill end in the River district, 
by carriage Monday afternoon. Every- 
thing seems to be satisfactory and Pres- 
ident Foster says that operations upon 
that end of the road will commence im- 
mediately. 

It is the intention of the company to 
run cars from Haverhill to Andover in

road will doubtless become more or less 
popular with Haverhillites who desire 
to get to Boston cheaply. Like And- 
over people, they can go to Reading to 
take the train for the Hub. :
